Gentlemen,  March,  1912. 

It  is  my  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  the 
health  of  the  Borough  still  remains  good,  and  considering  the  great 
heat  and  drought  of  last  Summer,  I  think  this  is  a  matter  for 
congratulation. 

The  death  rate  was  only  13-9  per  1000,  or  only  20  more  than 
in  1910. 

The  birth  rate  shows  a  slight  decrease,  being  23-9  against  24-21 
last  year. 

The  Marriages  were  140 

As  you  will  see,  alterations  have  had  to  be  made  in  the  statistics 
of  the  last  10  years,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  population  has  not 
increased  to  the  extent  that  the  Registrar  General  had  supposed. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  few  and  far  between. 

From  the  short  report  on  the  tarring  of  the  streets  and  roads, 
which  the  Borough  Surveyor  (Mr.  A.  J.  Smith)  has  kindly  given  me, 
it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  streets  are  more  sanitary  than 
formerly,  and  the  continued  good  health  of  the  town  seems  to  give 
credence  to  this- 

I  have  also  noticed  that  the  Yards  and  Courts  have  been  more 
thoroughly  flushed,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  this  from 
a  health  point  of  view  can  never  be  overdone. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Shaw,  and  the  other 
officials  with  whom  I  have  come  in  contact.

The  population  therefore  has  remained  almost  stationary  during 

the  last  ten  years  in  the  Borough. 


But  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Population  of  Gaywood 
outside  the  borough,  which  is  practically  a  suburb  of  King’s  Lynn, 
has  increased  by  270  in  the  last  ten  years  :  where  also  there  have 
been  a  large  number  of  new  houses  built. 

Again,  in  that  part  of  West  Lynn  which  lies  on  the  King’s  Lynn 
side  of  the  river  Ouse,  such  as  Queen’s  Avenue  and  Ouse  Avenue, 
72  new  houses  have  been  erected :  this  should  mean  that  there 
is  in  that  district  an  increase  of  between  two  and  three  hundred 
people. 

A  large  number  of  new  houses  have  been  built  in  the  borough 
during  the  last  decade,  especially  in  Tennyson  Avenue  and  the  Chase 
Estate,  shewing  that  the  population  is  very  much  less  congested 
than  in  former  years.

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  gradual  decrease,  being  over  28  per  1000 
in  1904  and  1906,  and  as  low  as  23  in  1907,  but  is  higher  than  that 
of  the  administrative  County  of  Norfolk  which  was: —

DEATH  RATE. 

This  year  (1911)  those  deaths  occurring  in  Lynn,  in  the  West 
Norfolk  Hospital  and  other  places  of  persons  who  are  not  inhabitants 
are  substracted  from  the  total  number  of  deaths,  and  those  of 
inhabitants  of  Lynn  occurring  in  other  parts,  such  as  Thorpe  Asylum 
are  added  :  this  makes  in  all  5  deaths  less  than  the  total  number  of 
deaths  registered  in  Lynn. 

In  calculating  the  nett  deaths  for  the  year  1901  and  those 
following,  I  have  subtracted  5  in  each  case ;  for  it  is  probable  that 
the  difference  between  the  transferable  deaths  has  been  at  least 
that  number. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  Statistics ;  the  average  death  rate  of 
1901  to  1910  inclusive  is  14-67 ;  that  of  England  and  Wales  was  15*3. 

The  death  rate  in  1911  was  13-9,  which  is  higher  than  in  1910, 
and  probably  due  to  the  deaths  from  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  which 
usually  occur  in  hot  dry  summers. 

HOSPITALS. 

Small  Pox  Hospital. — This  Hospital  is  in  good  order  and 
ready  to  receive  patients  as  required. 

Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  Hardwick  Road. — This  Hospital, 
which  was  renovated  according  to  my  report  of  1909,  has  been  kept 
in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  is  capable  of  receiving  12  patients, 
6  in  each  ward,  which  are  completely  isolated  one  from  the  other. 
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Tarpainting  of  Roads. 

During  the  past  year  3^  miles  of  macadamised  roads  have  been 
treated  with  tar  as  a  dust  preventive.  This  has  undoubtedly 
minimised  the  dust  nuisance  to  a  very  appreciable  extent. 

Owing  to  the  non-necessity  of  watering  upon  the  road  so  treated, 
many  of  the  side  and  back  streets,  which  before  hand  it  was 
impossible  to  attend  to,  have  now  had  the  benefit  of  the  water  cart 
during  dry  and  dusty  weather. 

This  principle  will,  I  trust,  be  again  adopted  during  the  coming 
Summer. 

Tar  Paving. 

Several  of  the  old  cobble  paved  portions  of  the  Borough  have 
been  covered  with  Tar  paving  during  the  year.  These  include 
King  Street,  Nelson  Street,  and  Tower  Place. 

Although  this  method  of  forming  a  carriageway  is  not 
ideal  from  the  point  of  view  of  wear,  it  is  undoubtedly  an  excellent 
method  of  dealing  with  an  insanitary  road  and  making  it  impervious 
at  a  very  reasonable  cost.  The  interstices  between  the  cobbles 
which  formerly  collected  filth  of  every  description  and  allowed  it  to 
remain  until  such  time  as  it  was  blown  in  the  form  of  dust  into  the 
surrounding  buildings,  are  now  effectively  filled  with  the  tar  mixture, 
and  necessarily  a  surface  is  produced  which  is  more  easily  and 
effectively  scavenged. 

Flushing  and  Washing. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  flushing  and 
washing  of  Yards,  Courts,  and  Alleys,  which  same  remark  applies 
to  the  Sewers. 

New  Buildings. 

During  the  12  months  ending  31st  March,  1912,  36  plans  have 
been  approved  for  new  buildings. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

During  1911,  there  have  been  20  cases  notified. 

Of  these  Nos.  (1)  and  (10)  contracted  the  disease  away. 
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No.  (3)  was  probably  due  to  eating  shell  fish. 

Nos.  (A)  (5)  (6)  (7)  (8)  were  contact  cases.  The  origin  of  the 
first  being  a  “  Carrier  ”  case. 

Nos.  (17)  (18)  (19)  were  contact  cases  due  to  the  same  origin. 

The  other  cases  were  scattered  over  the  town  and  no  origin 
could  be  found  for  certain. 

As  regards  Nos.  (5)  to  (8)  : — 

A  person  (A)  was  taken  ill  early  in  December,  1910,  with 
indefinite  Symptoms  and  was  sent  to  the  Workhouse  Infirmary  at 
the  end  of  December. 

No.  (6)  who  was  nursing  her,  had  two  children  (4)  and  (5) 
these  were  notified  in  February,  and  March,  as  having  Typhoid,  and 
Vidal’s  reaction  was  positive  in  both  cases. 

At  the  end  of  March  the  mother  (No.  6)  was  taken  ill  and  sent 
to  the  Workhouse  Infirmary,  where  she  developed  definite  Symptoms 
of  Typhoid. 

No.  (7)  who  was  nursing  (A)  at  the  Workhouse,  became  ill  and 
finally  died  from  Typhoid  Fever. 

(A)  was  on  intimate  terms  with  (Z)  a  woman  living  opposite 
who  had  had  Typhoid  Fever  8  years  previously  and  since  then  had 
had  recurrent  attacks  of  Jaundice.  Her  blood  when  submitted  to 
Vidal’s  Test  gave  a  distinct  positive  reaction  (although  her  faeces 
contained  no  bacilli) — It  seems  extremely  probable  that  (Z)  was  a 
“Carrier”  case. 

Diphtheria. 

There  have  been  10  cases  notified  with  no  deaths. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  has  authorised  a  supply  of  tVntitoxin 
for  those  cases  which  by  reason  of  poverty  are  unable  to  obtain  it 
for  themselves. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  have  been  12  cases  notified  with  no  deaths. 
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Measles. 

There  have  been  a  few  cases  with  one  death  but  this  disease 
has  been  not  nearly  so  prevalent  as  in  1910. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  Cases  but  no  deaths. 
Tuberculosis. 

There  have  been  during  the  year  18  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  notified  and  2  from  other  forms  of  this  disease. 

As  I  pointed  out  in  last  year’s  report,  most  of  the  cases  are 
adult. 

This  year  only  3  were  under  21  years  of  age. 

In  1909  the  average  age  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  and  Consump¬ 
tion  was  35,  in  1910  40,  in  19 LI  1L. 

Since  the  1st  of  January  of  this  year  (1912),  when  Compulsory 
Notification  came  into  force,  a  number  of  cases  have  been  notified 
and  though  at  present  not  very  much  can  be  done,  still  as  time  goes 
on,  and  people  recognize  that  this  disease  is  infectious,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  those  who  are  troubled  with  it,  will  themselves  prevent 
it  spreading  by  destroying  their  sputa,  and  where  possible  by 
sleeping  in  separate  rooms. 

Under  the  Insurance  Act,  which  will  shortly  come  into  force, 
it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  number  of  Sanatoria,  also  to  provide 
accommodation  for  serious  cases  and  treatment  for  the  milder 
forms.

Two  dwellings,  No.  30  and  32,  Blackfriars’  Street.  These 
premises  have  been  repaired  and  made  fit  for  habitation. 

Two  dwellings,  No.  3  and  4,  Railway  Passage.  These  premises 
have  been  voluntarily  repaired  and  made  fit  for  habitation. 

Five  dwellings  in  Miller’s  Court,  Bridge  Street.  These  premises 
have  been  demolished  by  the  Corporation. 

Two  dwellings  known  as  the  White  City,  Laws’  Yard,  Bridge 
Street.  These  premises  have  been  demolished  by  the  Corporation. 

Two  dwellings  in  Southgate  Court.  One  dwelling  was  demolished 
by  the  owner,  in  compliance  with  an  order  from  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  the  other  dwelling  has  been  repaired  and  made  fit  for 
habitation. 

Two  dwellings  in  Blott’s  Yard,  Purfleet  Street.  One  dwelling 
has  been  repaired  and  made  fit  for  habitation,  the  other  remains 
unoccupied  until  the  owner  shall  have  carried  out  the  proposed 
alterations  as  submitted  to  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

Three  dwellings  in  Dawson’s  Yard,  King  Street.  These  were 
demolished  in  compliance  with  notices  served  on  the  owner. 

Two  dwellings  in  Lift’s  Yard,  Norfolk  Street.  Closing  orders 
were  made  but  no  further  action  was  taken. 

One  dwelling,  No.  7,  Crooked  Lane.  This  dwelling  was 
demolished  by  the  owner  in  compliance  with  an  order  from  the 
Sanitary  Authority. 
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One  dwelling,  No.  8,  Crooked  Lane.  Thia  dwelling  was 
repaired  and  made  fit  for  habitation. 

One  dwelling,  No.  9,  Crooked  Lane.  This  dwelling  was  repaired 
and  made  fit  for  habitation. 

Two  dwellings  in  Red  Rover  Yard.  One  dwelling  has  been 
demolished  in  compliance  with  an  order  from  the  Sanitary  Authority, 
and  the  other  dwelling  has  been  repaired  and  re-let,  but  not  yet 
being  fit  for  habitation,  a  demolition  order  has  been  made. 

Eight  dwellings  in  Kent’s  Yard,  Surrey  Street.  These  have  hot 
been  rendered  fit  for  habitation  and  a  demolition  order  has  been  made. 

Four  dwellings  in  Withers’  Yard,  Surrey  Street.  One 
dwelling  has  been  demolished  by  the  owner.  A  demolition  order 
has  been  made  in  respect  to  the  other  three. 

One  dwelling  in  Surrey  Street.  A  demolition  order  has 
been  made. 

Three  dwelling  houses  in  High  Street,  have  been  voluntarily 
demolished. 

Two  dwelling  houses  in  Southgate  Court.  One  has  been 
demolished  and  the  other  one  made  fit  for  habitation. 

Five  dwellings  in  Burton’s  Court,  New  Conduit  Street.  These 
are  now  being  repaired. 

The  occupier  of  a  house  in  Blott’s  Yard  was  prosecuted  for 
non-compliance  with  an  order  to  cease  to  occupy  the  house,  in 
consequence  of  a  closing  order  being  served  on  the  owner. 
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THE  LOCAL  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  FACTORY  AND 

WORKSHOPS’  ACT. 

Under  Sec.  132  of  this  Act,  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  now  required  in  his  annual  report  to  report  specifically 
upon  the  administration  of  this  Act  in  workshops  and  work  places 
so  far  as  the  matters  under  the  charge  of  the  Council  are  concerned, 
and  to  send  a  copy  of  his  report,  or  of  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with 
this  subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Workshops  and  Work 
places  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  have  been  found 
to  be  in  such  a  condition  that  I  am  able  to  report  very  favourably 
upon  them.  Within  the  last  few  months  I  was  interviewed  by  the 
Inspector  of  Factories  in  this  district,  who  expressed  himself  quite 
satisfied  with  the  local  administration  of  this  Act  in  the  Borough. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  which  is  appended, 
a  more  detailed  account  will  be  found,  such  as  I  believe  to  be 
required.

Seizure  of  Unsound  Meat. 

On  September  9th  I  seized  from  a  butcher’s  shop  in  Chapel 
Street,  one  leg  of  mutton,  which  was  unfit  for  human  food.
